Plans Underway 


Mr. E. L. La Montagne, chairman 
of. the Menlo-Atherton Branch of 
the American Red Cross, and Mr. 
Duncan Reynard, chairman of the 
Redwood City chapter, announce 
that the quota for these two 
branches and the unincorporated 
area, in the coming War Fund drive, 
will be $30,897.

Editor: 

I think the merchants on El 
Camino have good reason to 
gripe about the dirt on the 
Highway. As Superintendent of 
Streets I am naturally concern- 
ed with their complaints and 
wish to take this opportunity to 
answer. 

What is the cause of the dirty 
streets in our business section? 

Material trucks are over-load- 
ed for their holding capacity, 
with the results that materials 
fall off the trucks and are scat- 
tered over the Highway, espec- 
ially at intersections. 


As cars and trucks pass over 
this loose material they grind it 
into dust and it is blown toward 
the curbs and sidewalks. Nat- 
urally some of this dust accumu- 
lates on the shelves of our mer- 
chants’ stores. 


Section 700 of our state law, 
entitled “Spilling Loads on 
Highways Prohibited” reads as 
follows: 

“No vehicle shall be driven 
or moved on any highway un- 
less such vehicle is so con- 
structed or loaded as to pre- 
vent any of its contents or 
load, other than clear water, 
from dropping, sifting, leak- 
ing or otherwise escaping 
therefrom.” 

Let me also say that we have 
been two years dickering with 
the government for a surplus 
street sweeper. So far all we 
have is promises. 

Now this is the answer to your 
dirty highways in Menlo Park.

ction Taken To Condemn 
Donohoe Property For School 


Although condemnation proceed- 
ings against 20 acres of the Dono- 
hoe property were filed last Fri- 
day in the superior court at Red- 
wood City, there is still a possibil- 
ity that a part of the Dibble Hos- 
pital land may be made available 
for the new high school to be built 
at this end of the county. The sit- 
uation was explained at the Record- 
er office by Supt. A. C. Argo of 
Sequoia high school. 

Dr. John C, Almack of the School 
of Education at Stanford, has been 
hired by the High School Board of 
Trustees to make a comprehensive 
survey of the district to determine 
the best location for a high school, 
based on present populations and 
those indicated in the future. Dr. 
Almack’s report will be in the hands 
of the Board in April. In the mean- 
time he has stated to the board 
that it would be desirable to pur- 
chase a site now as there is little 
expectation that prices will come 
down, 

Land on the south-east corner of 
Ravenswood and Middlefield, that 
would seem to be most desirable, is 
now under the jurisdiction of Stan- 
ford University as a part of Stan- 
ford Village and has some wooden 
buildings on it. This land will be 
kept in mind and if it should be- 
come available before the actual 
erection of the new school building 
the Donohoe property, now being 
condemned, can be sold and the 
school building erected on the pre- 
ferred site. 


It was originally planned to ob- 
tain fifty acres of the Donohoe tract, 
on the north-west corner of Middle. 
field Road and Ringwood Road, So 
large a tract proved prohibitive in 
price so a later decision was made 
by the school board to condemn the 
21 acres on the north-west corner 
of Ringwood Road ana Toyon. The 
property now belongs to Christine 
Donohoe of Menlo Park and Mrs. 
Fredrick Jostes of St. Louis. Form. 
erly Holm Grove, it was once the 
estate of Joseph Donohoe, one of 
California’s pioneer bankers. 

Supt. Argo said that there was no 
hope for increased building at Se- 
quoia for the present, much ‘as the 
space is needed, because of the high 
construction costs. 


Bubbles, Bubbles 


The delayed rains have brought 

us a temporary luxury—the soft 
water that turns every scrub- 
bing into a “bubble bath’. And 
this because 95 percent of the 
water we are now using comes 
from the San Francisco Water 
supply, the present source of 
which is evidently very soft wat- 
er.

This sample of soft water 
should aid the sale of water 
softeners in the community. 
Once becoming accustomed to 
the joys of unlimited suds no 
one will wish to go back to hard 
water days.

We like Atherton’s independence—its courage to be different. 
No need to buy a license to own a dog, or two dogs, or three dogs. 
But don’t go further unless you wish to enter the kennel classifica- 
tion. Also you may have cats, parrots, white mice, monkeys, canar- 
ies, skunks or sand lizards as far as we can see by the terms of 
their ordinances, so long as these are known as household pets. 

But barnyard animals demand permits, and also police super- 
vision to see that there is no public nuisance—noise, smell, dust, 
flies, or other unsanitary conditions. If specifications are complied 
with you may keep horses, cows, chickens, pigeons, rabbits. But 
though you gave him a daily bath in scented suds you may not 
own a goat or a pig in Atherton, whose tastes are tops.

Parking meters in Palo Alto are affording entertainment and 
controversy to those who must travel on foot. We do not refer to 
that first curiosity only satisfied by finding out how one works, 
but rather to the articulate defense of, and opposition to, their in- 
stallation.

And what a nice time it would be to say, “Just look at us, 
and the way we are going to handle the parking situation.” No. 
That is not our purpose. We have shortcomings aplenty in Menlo 
Park for both neighbors to have fun at our expense. Our next 
concern must be to see that our many organizations, each ambitious 
for the betterment of Menlo, do not start several and independent 
movements for improvements. 


Let us take a tip from the failure of that “modern” idea of 
education planned to give each child opportunity for the fullest ex- 
pression of his individuality. There was certainly nothing wrong 
with having individual ideas, but providing the “freedom” in which 
every child could find an outlet for his “creative instincts” brought 
abow, a pretty pass throughout America, and it took more than one 
decade to correct the damage done. Too much lee-way for the €X- 
pression of ideas may start an individual or a group of persons on 
a program that greatly exaggerates the importance of the idea. 
If he (or they) were obliged to put the lid on and let the matter 
stew while others sampled the broth, he (or they) might offer soc- 
iety a more sane conception and ‘at the same time avoid that crip- 
pling boom-a-rang of a warped outlook that nearly always assoc~- 
jates itself with lack of restraint—called too often “freedom”. 

Menlo Park is now on its toes, poised to go. WHERE? 

On our desk we have a list of twenty-four permanent organ- 
izations of Menlo Park and Atherton, not including the “chapters” 
and “circles” of lodges and churches. We believe the number may 
be greater; we know it is growing. All of these organizations have 
members with keen ideas on subjects of interest and of value to the 
rest of them. There is much evidence at this time that just “jog- 
ging along” will not satisfy; we want action, movement and im- 
provement. 


What a splendid thing it would be to have a sor$ of super 
switchboard—an exchange into which each organization could plug 
its hopes. Ideas need to be coordinated, codified, given form. This 
takes time, wisdom and (in civic affairs) it also takes political un- 
derstanding. An OVER ALL plan for Menlo Park, Atherton and 
their environments is a BIG proposition, but a fusion of the many 
conceptions, now in their inception, might work a miracle. After 
all if any spots on Earth are to become places of harmony, beauty 
and order, why should Menlo not be one of them. It has the splen- 
did advantage of now being in the wet-clay stage—waiting for the 
artistic master mind. > 

What an opportunity for a leader! We feel sure one is now 
hidden among us. Come forth; gather around you a nucleus of men 
and women of vision to act for the unification of the ideas of all 
our clubs, boards, societies, guilds, lodges, assOciations, departments 
and councils. We can make a contribution to more than Menlo Park 
if we put into effect that slogan of Chief Cuff’s, “Unity for the 
Community”, because any community that achieves unity without 
destroying individualism will exert « far-flung influence in our 
Nation's future.
